AMENDMENT ADDS NAME TO 


NEW DEPARTMENT. 


PHILIPPINE BILL AGAIN UP 


•DAY'S PROCEEDINGS IN 


THE SENATE, 


Washington, Jan. 28.—A resolu- 


tion introduced yesterday by Mv. 
Lodge, of liassachusetts, authorizing 
the committee on Philippines to make 
an investigation of the Philippine 
question and for that purpose to sit 
during the sessions of the senate was 
reported favorably and adopted by 
the senate soon after it convened to- 
day. 


Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, offered a 


resolution providing that the commit- 
tee on printing consider the ex- 
pediency of printing a special edition 
of the Congressional Record for sale 
to the general public at $2 for the 
long sessions and $1 for the short 
sessions* He said that some action 
ought to be taken by congress to in- 
sure to the general public more com- 
plete information as to the doings in 
congress. Under the present system, 
he said, it was impossible for the 
public to be kept informed upon the 
work of congress* It was no reflec- 
tion, he said, upon the newspapers of 
the country that they did not publish 
full reports of congressional proceed- 
ings. No newspaper could afford to 
present to its readers more than a 
brief synopsis of the proceedings in 
the two branches of congress. 


Mr. Hawley remarked that his 


newspaper experience extended back 
between forty and fifty years. When 
he was younger the newspapers of 
the country devoted considerable at- 
tion to the proceedings of congres^ 
and in a measure at least, he thought 
they might return, with interest, to 
their old practice. 


Ttie resolution was adopted. 
donsideration of the bill to estab- 


lish a dep&ttment of commerce then 
was resumed, the pending amend- 
ment being that of Mr. Pettus, pro- 
viding that the department of labor 
should not be made a part of the pro- 
posed new department. 


After a brief discussion the amend- 


ment was rejected—19 to 33. 
Mr. 


Bacon then offered an amendment 
providing that the name of the new 
department should be the department 
of commerce and labor. 


Mr. Nelson, in charge of the bill, 


agreed to the amendment and it was 
adopted* 


Mr. Hale withdrew his Amendment 


offered a few days ago transferring 
the interstate commerce commission 
to the new department. He had been 
convinced, he said, since offering the 
amendment that such a transfer 
would destroy the functions of the 
commission. 


No other amendments being offered, 


the bill *as reported from the com- 
mittee of the whole to the senate. 


Mr. Quarles demanded a separate 


vote on the amendment by which the 
census bureau was stricken from the 
(bill as a part of the new department. 


By a vote of 5 to 52 the census 


bureau was retained in the measure 
as one of the -bureaus of the new de- 
partment. 


The bill then was passed. 


PHILIPPINE BILL. 


Wfcen the Philippine tariff bill was 


taken up Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, of- 
fered a joint resolution containing 
that portion of the bill relative to 
shipping in the Philippines* 
He 


wanted it passed immediately, say- 
ing that it was the really urgent por- 
tion of the bill. The minority would 
make no objection to the resolution 
and it could paw* the house and be- 
come a law at once.

"My photograph belongs to your 


paper. We decided to die, but I lack 
the nerve to shoot, so my wife Amia 
will do it. Send my body home to 


West King street, Lancaster. 


Good-by." 


Mrs. Zeigler was conscious for some 


time after the arrival of Dr. Edese. 
She confirmed 1ihe contents of the 
note, which show that the husband 
lacked at first the determination to 
larry out their plans. But she, too, 
bailed, and eventually, she said, her 
husband shot her and then, thinking 
;hat she was dead, turned the weapon 
upon himself. 


A letter to Zeigler questioned him 


tbout a divorce he was to secure from 
a "Miss Baker" at Lancaster. 
Mrs. 


Zeigler's father is Samuel P. Adam, 
.f this city,who is said to be wealthy. 
He was recently in charge of the po- 
lice, liaving lost his way while wan- 
dering about downtown. He is 61 
years of age, and, it is said, has been 
11. 
When taken to the hospital it was 


thought Mrs. Zeigler could not re- 
cover. After an operation, however, 
she showed more signs of life, and. 
although the chances are slim, some 
hope is entertained for her.

In Chicago today the coal team- 


sters renewed their war on the 
big down town buildings. The Coal 
Teamsters' union decided that its 
members should not 
haul coal to 


buildings where gas is used during 
the summer months. Officials of the 
union this morning ordered that all 
drivers stop and the order was 
promptly obeyed. 


President Albert Young, of the 


union, said today: 
"Our men are 


being called off from hauling coal to 
the down town buildings that use 
gas for fuel 
during the 
summer 


months and before night not a union 
teamsters will be hauling coal to any 
of those buildings. During the cold 
smap our men were (Worked almost 
to death. Buildings that had for* 
nterly used gas for fuel found out 
taat coal .was necessary and our men 
had to work night and day and even 
then were unable to meet the de- 
mands. Consequently, many of our 
regular patrons were compelled to 
wait for coat and suffered greatly," 


It is rumored that the refusal of 


the Teamsters' union to haul coal was 
a clever move of the so-called coal 
trust against the gas trust. It was 
announced definitely that the coal 
combine was behind the teamsters 
and had pledgd its support. 


Milton Booth, secretary of the Coal 


Teamsters' union, aaid: "We are not 
in 'vhe fight alone, but have the sup- 
port of the coal men and the fight 
will be a lively one,"

had been found, that the loss had 
endangered the existence of the de^ 
partment of which he was head, and 
sirty-three charges including em- 
bezzlement, submitting false reports 
and misconduct and mismanagement 
of the insurance department were 
made* 


Five past chancellors of Inter- 


domain lodge, HcCormick, Wright, 
Davis, Phillips and Godding, were 
appointed to try Hinsey and they 
began the hearing of evidence last 
September, At the twenity-third ses- 
sion just concluded the verdict of ac- 
quittal was rendered. 


- The evidence which the defense 
produced was to the effect that $500,- 
000 had been loaned on good security 
and since paid back to the treasury. 
In another paragraph»Hinsey was 
charged with appropriating to his 
own use ?1,726 while he was secre- 
tary of a HHwaukee lodge in 1893, 
and this charge also wa$ disproved.

Harrteburg, Pa., Jan. 28.—Western 


M. Keiper and Henry Bowe were 
hanged at 10:40 o'clock today in the 
Harrisburg jail yard in the presence 
of 1,000 persons, for the murder of 
Charles W, Byan. 
The murderers 


went to their death without a shud- 
der and neither made any statement 
on the gallows* 


The crush for admission to the jail 


was so great that it required the com- 
bined efforts of the police force and 
the sheriff's deputies to keep the 
crowd away from the entrance. Sev- 
eral of the jurors were forced to fight 
their way through the crowd Into the 
prison. The house tops and telegraph 
poles in the vicinity were crowded 
with people eager to witness the ex- 
ecution. Two men with a camera se- 
cured admittance to the jail for the 
purpose of securing a snapshot of the 
hanging, but the warden detected 
them and took the camera away from 
them until after the execution.

INDICTMENTS

BIG SENSATION IN THE EXPO- 


SITION CITY. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 28.—One of the 


largest bribery plots in municipal 
matters ever brought to light in the 
United States was uncovered yester- 
day when a bribery fund of $135,- 
000 set aside by a traction company 
to pay the members of the city coun- 
cil and house of delegates for pass- 
ing a franchise was seen by a com- 
mittee of grand jurors in the safe 
deposit vaults. Indictments have 
been found against Charles Kratz, 
Emil A. Meysenburg and John K. 
Xurrell, three members of the city 
council, and they have been arrested. 


The scandal bids fair to involve a 


dozen 
other 
members 
of 
both 


branches of the municipal assembly 
and more bench warrants will be is- 
sued as the investigation proceeds. 
Ciicuit Attorney Polk asserts that 
theie is an abundance of evidence to 
show that the men for whom the 
warrants are being sworn out were 
conspirators in the plot and furthei 
alleges that many other of the cor- 
rupt doings of the Ziegenhein ad- 
ministration which have never been 
duly investigated will be cleared up 
by tLe present proceedings. 


BRIBE IS OVER A FRANCHISE. 
It is asserted that several members 


of the city council, *among whom were 
the three men arrested yesterday aft- 
ernoon and several members of the 
house of delegates, which two houses 
together comprise the municipal as- 
sembly> entered into an agreement 
with the Suburban Street Railway 
company to pass certain desired fran- 
chises through, 
both houses. 
For 


this favor these members were to re- 
ceive the sum of $135,000, which, was 
to be placed in safe deposit vaults 
Until the money was thus placed, it 
is asserted', the members in question 
would not support the traction com- 
pany in any one particular. 


The money, it is alleged the agree- 


ment ran, was to be divided into two 
sums—one of $75,000, which was to 
be distributed among the members 
of the house of delegates, and the 
other sum of $60,000, which was to 
be divided among the members of the 
city council upon the same condi- 
tions, Neither the members' of the 
house of delegates nor of the city 
council were to be allowed to touch 
the money until the franchises were 
passed. 


BOTH SIDES KEEP KEYS. 


As, however, each side distrusted 


the other and in order to make cer- 
tain that theie should not be any 
cheating between themselves, these 
sums of money were placed in charge 
of different companies. The sum set 
aside for the city council was placed 
in the vaults of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust company. 
One key was 


retained by the traction company, 
while the other key was given to a 
member of the city council, whose 
name, as he has not yet been arrest- 
ed, is not given out. The money 
which was to be distributed among 
the members of the house of dele- 
gates was placed in the vaults of 
the Lincoln Trust company and to 
this box also were two keys, one of 
which was held by the trust com- 
pany and the other by John K. Mur- 
rell, of the house of delegates. 


The bill was passed by the coun 


cil, not by the house. As the house 
was preparing to pass the bill be- 
hind closed doors an injunction was 
served on the house of delegates by 
Sheriff Dickmann and deputies re- 
straining them from enacting 
the 


measure into law. The case was ap 
pealed to the supreme court of Mis- 
souri, which held that the circuit 
court had no right to interfere with 
legislation of the municipal assem- 
bly, but before the decision of the 
court was announced the suburban 
bill expired by dissolution of the 
municipal assembly. 
A representa- 


tive of the council offered the mem- 
bers $2,500 apiece instead of divid- 
ing the $75,000, but the members 
were not satisfied, alleging that then 
influence had enabled the council to 
pass the bill, In this wrangling Mr 
Polk obtained the details of the deal

PIONEER WHO OAJCE TO ALLEN 


COUNTY IN 1825. 


Formerly an Editor and Postmaster 


at New Haven—Other Deaths 


and Funeral Notices.

Orrin D. Rogers, one ofthe oldest 


and best known citizens of Allen 
county, for many years a resident of 
Adams township, died at 8:30 o'clock 
Monday evening at the residence of 
his daughter, Mrs. F, M. Beaser, 40 
East Jefferson street, at the age of 
nearly 78 years. Death was due to 
the infirmities of age, and it came 
after, a period of prostration that 
gradually diminished his weakened 
vitality. 


Mr, Rogers was for seventy-seven 


years a resident of Allen county. He 
was bom 
in Preble county, <X, in 


April, 1834, and within the year fol- 
lowing his father, John Rogers, came 
with his family to Adams township, 
erecting the first hew#d log house in 
that township in 1885, and planting 
the first orchard there three years 
later. The father died in 1877. 


Orrin Rogers resided continuously 


in New Haven until about a year 
ago, 
when he came with his wife to 


this city to make his home with the 
daughter, Mrs. Jteaser. Mr. Rogers 
was a carpenter by trade, and dur- 
ing his long residence at New Haven 
occupied a prominent place iii the 
citizenship of that village. Years 
ago *he was editor of the New Haven 
Palladium, a newspaper then issued 
there, and was also postmaster of 
the town and also a notary public. 
During the civil war "Mr. Rogers was 
a lieutenant in die of the Indiana 
regiments. His long life was an up- 
right and honorable one, and -he was 
held in universal esteem by all.

BRIBE IS OVER A FRANCHISE. 
It is asserted that several members 


of the city council, among whom were 
the three men arrested yesterday aft- 
ernoon and several members of the 
house of delegates, which two house- 
together comprise tbe municipal as- 
sembly, 
entered into an agreement 


with the Suburban Street Railway 
company to pass certain desired fran- 
chises .through 
both houses. 
For 


this favor these members were to re- 
ceive the sum of 65135,000, which was 
to be placed in safe deposit vaults 
Until the money was thus placed, it 
is asserted-, the members in question 
would not support the traction com- 
pany in any one particular.

BOTH SIDES KEEP KEYS. 


As, however, each side distrusted 


the other and in order to make cer 
tain that there should not be any 
cheating between themselves, these 
sums of money were placed in charge 
of different companies. The sum set 
aside for the city council was placed 
in the vaults of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust company.

retained by the traction 
company 


wblle the other key was given -to a 
member of the city council, wliose 
name, as he has not yet been arrest- 
ed, is not given, out. 
The money 


which was to be distributed among 
the members of tbe house of dele 
gates was placed in the vaults of 
tbe Lincoln- Trust company and to 
this box also were two keys, one of 
which was held by the trnst com- 
pany and the other by John K. Mur- 
rell, of the house of delegates. 


The bill was passed by the cou,,- 


cll, not by tho house. As the house 
was preparing to pass the bill be- 
hind closed doors an injunction was 
served on the bouse of delegates by 
Sheriff Dlckmann and deputies re- 
straining them from enacting the 
measure into law.
